3. The U.S. Department of Education was voted 30 million dollars to fund metric education projects in the 
state schools! 


‘ 4. Federal agencies have received the go-ahead to use procurement leverages to accelerate metric conversion

5, The Forest Service and National Park Service are adding metric to all of their signs and brochures! 


6. The Department of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms has set a 1979 deadline for the metric conversion of 
wines and 1980 for liquor! 


7, The Patent Office now requires alf new patent applications be in metric! 


8. The Federal Trade Commission has extended the Fair Packaging and Labeling Act to include metric 
equivalents with net quantities on consumer packages! 


9. 32 of the states lave already taken some type of formal metric action in their state legislatures and/or state 
school boards (grades K-8 will be taught metric this fall in 28 states}! 


10. The Pennsylvania and Florida State Bureaus of Weights and Measures have recently finished pilot tests to 
determine customer reaction to buying gasoline by the litre. (Reaction was favorable}! 


Senator Claiborne Pell just introduced legisiation (S. Res. 453) requiring metric units be used in all U.S. 
Congressional bills, laws and acts. And more legislation with real ‘'metric clout” is soon to be voted on. One thing 
for sure, as the President suggests below, the metric system will somehow affect everyone whether it’s when they 
All up their car in litres at the gas pump, buy groceries by the kilogram, fill out a form at work, or help their children 
with homework.
